PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. 


NEWSPAPERS, MAGAZINES AND Books IssuED 
IN PARTs.—I. 


WE know of no branch of the bookseller’s 
business that is made up of so many small 
things, such small individual profit, and so 
much care as looking after newspapers, jour- 
nals and magazines. Every detail calls for the 
utmost care and watchfulness and deliberate, 
though rapid, movement. Take into considera- 
tion the detail of a single item—a monthly, for 
instance. It must be ordered month by month, 
sometimes increased, sometimes cut down, ac- 
cording to the demand. If furnished to a sub- 
scriber the name must be entered in the sub- 
scription-book. Each month it must be sent to 
the given address, and very probably the ad- 
dress may be changed several times during the 
course of the year, all of which must be noted 
on the books. It must be wrapped and ad- 
dressed and mailed or delivered, as the case 
may be. The subscription is either charged 
or paid for when ordered. A ledger account 
must be kept, likewise a record of when the 
subscription begins and when it expires. A 
notification must be sent to the subscriber when 
his subscription ends, with a request for a re- 
newal—very likely two or more notices will need 
to be sent. Noend of complaints must be at- 
tended to, ‘‘ The March number has not been 
received ; why?” ‘‘ The last number was re- 
ceived torn or doubled up; why?” Or, ‘‘ The 
numbers come very late or not at all,” etc. 
What is to be done? Investigate, and give 
prompt and satisfactory replies in every in- 
Stance. If the trouble occurs in the mails get 
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redress at the hands of the postmaster—if you 
can. If in the delivery, the messenger must be 
called to account and held responsible for loss 
if it proves to be through any fault or inatten- 
tion of his. Very often the fault lies at the 
door of the customer himself—his servants or 
members of his household may have mislaid or 
lost the paper or magazine that was duly de- 
livered by postman or messenger. In ever 
case ready resource, endless patience and tact 
will be required in disposing of such complaints: 
as are liable to occur with more or less frequency 
even with the best regulated system. 

Many efforts have been made to devise forms 
and methods that would simplify the details. 
One of these regarding the delivery of daily 
papers, devised by the publisher of an evening 
newspaper, may perhaps serve as a suggestion, 
if not a model, for handling this class and similar 
stock. The system with some modification may 
readily be applied to the delivery of weekly 
papers: 

‘* Papers are delivered by carriers, who are 
distinguished by letters from A to L. Every 
carrier’s route is arranged as conveniently as 
possible, the city being divided into districts, 
and each boy taking 75 to 125 papers, usually 
averaging 80to 90. Boys of 12 to 15 are at the 
best age, as younger than that they are usually 
incompetent, and older than the maximum age 
they begin to get too independent. Ordinarily 
a boy of the age selected can satisfactorily han- 
dle a hundred papers, requiring an hour to an 
hour and a half each day for delivering. Each 
boy is given the requisite number for his sub- 
scribers, and six extras, which he may sell, 
dividing the proceeds with the office. It is not 
best to allow more extras, for on days of impor- 
tant events there is a temptation to stop to sell 
rather than hasten to supply the waiting sub- 
scribers. The boy’s papers are carefully 
counted out to him, and he is required to count 
them over himself before leaving the press-room. 
When he finishes his task he should have six 
papers left if he has sold none, otherwise he is 
put to the mental test of remembering whom 
he has missed. This often serves to suggest a 
possible omission and a later delivery of the 
overlooked paper. He brings back his six un- 
sold papers, or the money for them. In this 
way there is no temptation placed before the 
boy, and if he is disposed to be dishonest and 
sometimes sell a paper which he is supposed to 
deliver, declaring that he did leave the paper, 
he is usually tempted to repeat the theft, and 
the practice is soon apparent in the business 
office, for the subscriber is almost certain to 
complain. Boys who miss delivering papers 
with unreasonable frequency, or whose integ- 
rity there is reasonto doubt, are not retained in 
the service; and threats of discharge generally 
have the effect of making them more careful. 

‘* We use a series of blanks, which not only 
makes the system profitable for the office but 
useful for the boy in teaching him to be method- 
ical and accurate. When the name of a new 
subscriber is received a printed blank is filled 
out and given tothe boy. The boy takes the 
notice with him, gets the subscriber, or whoever 
takes charge of the paper for the first time, to 
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sign the acknowledgment, and returns the notice 
to the office. The notice is filed and subse- 
quently is available to prove to either the 
carrier or the patron when the subscription was 
begun. 

*** Stop’ notices and ‘ missed’ notices are also 
issued to the boys, these being retained in the 
Office. After receiving his notices, and before 
leaving the office, the carrier fills up and signs a 
report of notices of new subscribers and of stop 
notices received, which prevents subsequent dis- 
putes as to the responsibility for mistakes. 

**At the end of each week the boy reports, by 
filling out on another blank, the names of all 
subscribers on his route, which should tally 
with the number daily dealt out to him. It re- 
quires but a short time for a girl or other assist- 
ant in the office to go through the daily sub- 
scription-book and check off the names on the 
boy’s list. If any mame appears on the book 
which the boy is supposed to be carrying, or if 
there is any name on the boy’s list not on the 
book, the fact is thus discovered and the boy 
called to account for it. Before we adopted 
this system we sometimes found that a boy had 
been leaving a paper, perhaps for several weeks, 
insisting that he had reported the name to the 
office, or had stopped a certain paper for as long 
a time previously. Under the system, thorough- 
ly carried out, this is unlikely to occur, and 
should be impossible. 

‘* Collections are made by the boys fortnight- 
ly, although weekly collections would be better, 
and a coupon slip is printed from month to 
month as follows:

‘* The coupon is perforated, and when the 
boy goes out to collect the coupons are sched- 
uled and charged upto him. He returns either 


the money or the coupons; and the subscriber 


pays one, two or more weeks at a time, as he 
pleases. Many patrons take up the whole slip 
at the beginning of each month, and the return 
of the top portion by the boy is evidence of 
such payment. After the collection round, the 
remaining coupons are checked off on the sched- 
ule, to see if the boy has made proper returns; 
and when all routes have reported the coupons 
are arranged on a table alphabetically and 
compared with the book, the proper credits on 
which are then made. The spaces in the time- 
book are not filled in until payments are made, 
and are then carried out to the amount paid, so 
that afterward it can be shown just how much 
a patron paid the last time, and to what date it 
carried him.”

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THE HISTORY OF BOHN’S LIBRARIES. 


THE founder of this well-known and volumi- 
nous series of publications, which Carlyle pro- 
nounced to be, in the way of books, ‘“‘ the use- 
fullest thing he knew,” and the effect of which 
on literature Emerson compared to that of rail- 
ways on internal intercourse, was Henry G. 
Bohn, who died in 1884, at the age of 88. 

His father was a German who settled in Eng- 
land as a bookbinder early in the century, and 
gradually developed a large business as a second- 
hand bookseller. Between 1814 and 1830 H. G. 
Bohn made repeated visits to France, Holland 
and Belgium, to purchase foreign books on his 
father’s account. 

In 1831, having married a daughter of the late 
Mr. Simpkin, head of the well-known firm of 
Simpkin & Marshall, wholesale booksellers, he 
started in business for himself in York Street, 
Covent Garden. He soon became a second- 
hand bookseller on a more extensive scale than 
any of his competitors. He, besides, dealt large- 
ly in remainders—Brockedon’s ‘‘ Passes of the 
Alps,” Pugin’s books, Gilpin’s ‘‘ Tours,” 
Thoresby’s ‘‘ Diary,” etc.—and bought up a 
good many copyrights of some value, such as 
Roscoe’s, Coxe’s, James’ and Maxwell’s histo- 
rical works, Evelyn’s and Pepys’ diaries, and 
others of the same kind. 

His father died in 1843, and his stock was so 
considerable that the sale at various auction- 
rooms lasted over forty days. 

The publication, in 1841, of Bohn’s ‘‘ Guinea 
Catalogue” was considered a great feat at the 
time. A huge volume of nearly two thousand 
pages, representing the stock of a single book- 
seller, was something unprecedented. It in- 
volved an actual expenditure in money of more 
than £2000, but it greatly raised Bohn’s reputa- 
tion. 

In 1846 Mr. Bohn began to turn his copyrights 
to account by issuing a series of reprints and 
translations, to which he gave the name of the 
Standard Library. The books were clearly 
printed on good paper, and being issued at three 


shillings and sixpence each they had a large sale. 
It was one of the first attempts to supply good 
literature atso low a price. The late Mr. Bogue 
issued a similar series, under the name of the 
European Library, which, unfortunately, led to 
litigation between himself and Bohn. He had 
reprinted in his library Roscoe’s ‘‘ History of 
Leo x.,” the copyright of which was claimed by 
Bohn. This claim was sustained by a decision 
in the law courts, and the result led to the dis- 
continuation of the rival series. 

The success of the Standard Library encour- 
aged Bohn to issue other ‘‘ libraries,” mostly 
at five shillings a volume, called The Scientific, 
The Illustrated, The Classical, The Antiquarian, 
etc. These all met with a highly favorable re- 
ception. 

After thus combining for over twenty years 
the business of a bookseller and a publisher, 


Bobn found himself in the possession of a large 
fortune, and made up his mind to retire. He 
gradually got rid of his huge second-hand stock. 
Successive sales at Sotheby’s disposed of the 
major part. The amount realized was £13,333 
os. 6d. His ‘‘ libraries,”” which then amounted 
to more than 500 volumes, and certain other 
publications he disposed of in 1864 to Bell & 
Daldy, now Bell & Sons, for the large sum of 


£35,000. The stock taken over amounted to 
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nearly half a million of volumes, bound and un- 
bound. 

Bohn had considerable literary skill and edited 
some of his own publications. He compiled a 
‘‘Handbook of Games” and a ‘* Handbook of 
Proverbs ;” he edited a reprint of Lowndes ; 
and to his series of Aritish Classics he contrib- 
uted an edition of Hurd’s ‘* Addison” in six vol- 
umes. He also compiled a ‘‘ Guide to the 
Knowledge of Pottery and Porcelain,” of which 
he was an enthusiastic collector. His last pub- 
lication was a reprint of his ‘‘ Dictionary of Po- 
etical Quotations,” which had previously been 
circulated privately. 

Mr. Bohn was a man of grand energy, im- 
mense powers of work and great shrewdness. 
He was one of the first to see that the trade of a 
second-hand bookseller, frequently in the hands 
of men of limited resources and fearful of out- 
lay, was, like any other business, capable of de- 
velopment by the employment of large capital, 
and would, when carried on upon an extensive 
scale, yield large profits to a man possessed of 
business capacity and corresponding power of 
work. He also contributed much to the diffu- 
sion of cheap literature. Constable had shown 
that books of a light and popular character 
would, if sold at a low price, meet with an ex- 
tensive sale. Bohn proved that works of a solid 
cast, such as had been hitherto attainable only 
at high prices, would excite a remunerative de- 
mand if brought out at low rates. He certainly 
was one of the chief pioneers of cheap literature. 

The present publishers of Bohn’s “libraries” 
have done much to develop the series. The 
late Mr. George Bell was well known in the pub- 
lishing trade before the firm of which he was 
the founder purchased the ‘‘libraries.” He 
made his mark early as a publisher of archzo- 
logical, classical, and scholastic works, includ- 
ing the valuable series of classical authors known 
as ‘‘ Bibliotheca Classica.” 

After the Bohn purchase the firm moved from 
Fleet Street to the premises in York Street, 
Covent Garden, previously occupied by Mr. 
Bohn, so that these have been the headquarters 
of the ‘‘libraries” since their inception nearly 
half a century ago. 

The additions made by Messrs. Bell to the 
volumes originally purchased amount at present 
to 258 volumes, These include a large number 


of translations from French, German, and other 
languages. Some few volumes have gone out of 
print, and the actual number now catalogued by 
Messrs. Bell is 747. Additions, however, are 
being made every year. 

An external improvement has recently been 
made by the substitution of a more modern style 
of binding for the old embossed cloth boards, 
which probably represented the most approved 
binder’s art of 1836. The old binding is still 
preferred by some buyers. The annual sale 
amounts to about 90,000 volumes, It would be 
difficult to find a library of any size in which 


some of the old blue or brown coated series are 
not represented ; and the demand in America 
and the British Colonies in Australasia and 
South Africa is increasing. The total sale since 
the foundation of the ‘‘ libraries” amounts to 
between four and five million volumes. Mac- 
millan & Co. are the agents of these series in 
this country, and we take this new grouping of 
the well-known facts concerning this vast library 
of classic literature from the October issue of 
their Book Review. 
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HOW TO KNOW A CAXTON, 
From Chambers’ Journal, 


TITLE-PAGES were unknown till after I4g91. 
There must be no roman or italic lettering, but 
all in Gothic or Old English. There must be no 
commas, but an oblique stroke in their place. 
Further, there must be no catchwords at the 
bottom of the page. The use of these, long 
gone out of fashion, did not come into vogue 
till years after Caxton’s death. 

There are other tests necessary, such as the 
measurement of the lines, for some of the type 
used was imitated pretty closely by Caxton’s 
successors. It is clear, however, that during 
his career Caxton only used six kinds of type. 
The first, distinctly foreign in its character, was 
used by him at Bruges in the printing of ‘‘ The 
Recuyell of the Histories of Troye,” and in the 
firstedition of ‘‘The Game and.Playe of the 
Chesse.”’ This style was never used in England. 
The second style, such as in ‘‘ The Moral Prov- 
erbs’’ and ‘‘ Tulle of Olde Age,” printed in 1477 
and 1481 respectively, was beautifuland artistic. 
It follows adesign of manuscript which obtained 
the name of Gros Batarde, common in use in 
the fifteenth century. Several books were 
written in this manner under the order of 
Edward iIv., and are now to be seen in the 
British Museum. 

Looking at the dates when Caxton’s books 
were issued and the types he used, it is evident 
he did not make new type till the old was worn 
out. A pretentious style came next in 1483, 
very bold in its character. It is problematical 
whether there is a book in thistype; the only 
examples we have of it at present are in head- 
lines. 





A NEW BIBLE. 


THE first portion of ‘‘ The Sacred Books of 
the Old Testament,” forming part of the new 
critical edition of the Scriptures, known as ‘‘ the 
new American Bible,” which has been in prepa- 


ration for the past three years, will, it is expect- 
ed, be published some time during the fall or 
winter. The portion announced is the Book of 
Job in the newcritical edition in Hebrew. Prof. 
C. Siegfried, of the University of Jena, has re- 
constructed the text, and Prof. R. E. Briinnow, 
of Heidelberg, has translated into English the 
very copious notes, which explain the changes 
in the text and go deeply into Semitic philology 
and comparative Scripture study. The work of 
preparing this critical and scholarly edition of 
the Scriptures has been conducted by Prof. Paul 
Haupt, of Johns Hopkins University, assisted 
by a strong corps of Biblical scholars. 

Acting on the opinion that each of the many 
books of the Bible is a mosaic, the work not of 
one author, but rather an interweaving of sever- 
al distinct contributors, written at several periods 
and put together by a final editor, Professor 


Haupt has devised for this Bible blocks of color, 
on which, at the same impression, the black let- 
ters of the text are printed. Thus in the present 
work may be distinguished by their color those 
parallel passages believed to be later additions 
to and insertions into the original text, several 
strata of different dates and authorship being ap- 
parent. Another color marks polemical inter- 
polations into the text, put in for doctrinal pur- 
poses. Explanations of all textual emendations 
will appear in the introduction to the new trans- 
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lation. The new English translation will be a 
counterpart of the critical Hebrew text. Con- 
cordances,accompany each text, for comparison 
with the received. version. 

Of the thirty-five parts into which the work 
has been divided, in addition to Professors Haupt 
and Siegfried, the following men are making 
ready their contributions: Revs. Charles A. 
Briggs and Francis Brown, of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary; W. H. Ward, of the /udepen- 
dent, New York; George F. Moon, of Andover; 
C. Hy Toy, of Cambridge, author of ‘‘ Christian- 
ity’and Judaism;” E. L. Curtis, the successor 
of Professor Harper at the Yale Semitic Semi- 
nary; W. R. Harper, of the Chicago University; 
Canon Cheyne, of Rochester; Russell Martineau, 
of the British Museum; W. E. Bennett, Herbert 
Ryle, C. J. Ball, S. R. Driver, J. A. Patterson, 
George A. Smith, John Taylor, T. K. Abbott, 
all of England; Andrew Harper, of Melbourne; 
and J. F. McCurdy, of Canada. A. Kuenen, the 
most distinguished Hebraist in his time, who was 
to have contributed ‘‘ Lamentations,” died on 
December 10, 1891. The German school is rep- 
resented by Slade, Schwalle, Cornhill, Socin, 
Friederich Delitzsch, Welhausen, Muller, Sieg- 
fried, Kamphausen, Guthe and Kutel. The only 
Jewish contributors are Professor Morris Jas- 
trow, of the University of Pennsylvania, and 
Claude Montefiore and I. Abrahams, of the Jew- 
ish Quarterly Review, London. 





A ‘‘SELF-PAYING RETURN SYSTEM.” 


THE NATIONAL CONVENTION of Newsdealers, 
Booksellers and Stationers, held at Chicago on 
September 19, 20 and 21, resolved to invite trade 
journals to publish three papers offered by dele- 
gate Edw. J. Nieuwland, Sr., of New York. 
One is entitled ‘‘ Nieuwland’s Fractional News- 
dealers’ Account-Books ;’’ the second one, ‘‘A 
Practical and Cheap Collection System ;” and 
the third one, ‘‘ A Self-Paying Return System.” 

About the ‘‘self- paying return system,” dele- 
gate Nieuwland claims that ‘‘ numerous publish- 
ers of newspapers and magazines would have 
been saved from financial consumption or bank- 
ruptcy”’ by adopting the ‘‘ self-paying return sys- 
tem,” of which he is the advocate. He says that 
‘* publishers who at present maintain either the 
non-returnable or the cut-price return system ; 
who suffer in their publication stagnancy or de- 
cline of circulation; who fail to do justice to them- 
selves and their regular subscribers ; who in the 
case of magazines often offer little or no induce- 
ments to the people to become regular subscri- 
bers, and in the case of that class of newspapers 
who offer to newsdealers a discount below the 
standard rate, indirectly and actually discourage 
people to become regular subscribers, and in all 
those cases disappoint every day a large number 
of people who call in vain at news-stands for those 
publications, will find remedies for such evils in 
the ‘ self-paying return system.’”’ He says that 
the above-named class of publishers can intro- 
duce a self-paying return system without risk and 
with great profit. 

Publishers who at present ‘‘ still maintain the 
return system, contiaue to,subsidize the occa- 
sional buyers, the return-creators, the bankrupt- 
ers of publishers, but who are on or will be 
driven to the verge of abandoning the costly re- 
turn system, will find salvation in the ‘ self-paying 
return system,’ by which occasional buyers are 
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justly taxed, and out of which tax publishers can 
make self-paying unsold copies of a higher-priced 
returnable anti-subscripltion edition. It.is by that 
system that publishers hold out inducements to 
people to become regular subscribers for the 
lower-priced non-returnable sadbscribers’ edi- 
tion.”

IMPROVEMENT IN BOOKBINDING. 


A PATENT has been granted for an improved 
method of bookbinding in which each section of 
a book may be secured, top and bottom, by in- 
dependent threads. 

A further object is to secure the threadstoa 
kettle strip both at the top and bottom by pass- 
ing the thread entirely around the strip and 
forming the same into a kettle stitch upon the 
inner side of the strip, with the ends of the 
threads projecting therefrom, to allow of secur- 
ing the ends to the back by adhesives. 

The invention comprehends a separate fasten- 
ing for each section, so that if the thread is bro- 
ken only one section is affected. This is accom- 
plished by the employment of a kettle strip, ar- 
ranged transversely of the back of the book at 
the top and bottom, and in assembling the sec- 
tions the thread is passed around the strip either 
at the top or bottom of the section and tied off 
by a kettle stitch, leaving the end of a length to 
secure the same to the back by an adhesive; the 
thread is then passed to the bands and around 
the same and finally around the kettle strip at 
the opposite end of the book, and tied off by a 
kettle stitch, taking a new thread for each section 
and following the same operation until the book 
is completed, after which the ends are secured to 
the back by an adhesive, the projecting ends of 
the strip being of a length to secure to the 
cover, 





CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS TO MOVE 
UP-TOWN. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS, who have been 
contemplating for some time a removal up-town, 
have just purchased (at a cost of $200,000, it is 
reported) a considerable plot on the east side of 
Fifth Avenue, just above Twenty-first Street, now 
occupied by the Glenham Hotel, at Nos. 153 and 
155. Ernest Flagg, the architect of the new St. 
Luke’s Hospital on Morningside Heights, and 
of the Corcoran Art Gallery, in Washington, is 
now engaged on the plans for the building to 
be erected on this site for the exclusive use of 
the Scribners. 

The building will be either six or seven 
stories high and fire-proof throughout, and it 
will cost between $175,000 and $200,000. The 
front elevation will be for the first story a light 
stone like the Indiana limestone. The upper 
will beof brick. The first floor will be occupied 
by the retail departments, and above will be the 
quarters of the publishing business, the maga- 
zine and subscription department. The building 
will not be without some architectural preten- 
sions, and will probably be in the style of the 
French Renaissance. As the lease of their old 
quarters at 743 Broadway expires next May, it is 
likely that work on the new building will be 
begun at once. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


THOMAS VERNON, the senior member of the 
house of Vernon Brothers & Co., New York, and 
one of the oldest men connected with the Ameri- 
can paper trade, died at his home, 199 Lafayette 
Avenue, Brooklyn, October 5, aged seventy-five 
years. 


THOMAS F. DoNNELLY, who was a long time 
manager of A. S. Barnes & Co., and afterward 
connected with the American Book Company, 
died on the 1th inst. at his home, 53 Jefferson 
Avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y. He was born in Ire- 
land on May 10, 1846, and came to this country 
at the age of 15. Heenlisted in 1861 inthe 156th 
Regiment, New York Volunteers, and served 
through the war, rising to the rank of lieu- 
tenant. 


GEORGE McKIBBIN, who was for sixty years 
well known as a printer of books in New York 
City, died suddenly from pneumonia at his 
home, No. 46 West Fifty-first Street, at 8 P.M., 
on the 13th inst., aged eighty-three years, 
He was born and educated in New York. 
When a boy he entered a printing office and 
learned the printer’s trade. When twenty-two 
years old he started a printing office on his own 
account in Franklin Street, but was unsuccessful 
and returned to work asacompositor. About 
a year later he again started a printing office on 
his own account, and from that time until he re- 
tired from active business, about three years 
ago, he was successful, accumulating a fortune. 
For many years before his retiremeat he printed 
the various school-books published by Ivison, 
Blakeman & Taylor, maintaining an extensive 
printing office and bookbindery, in which about 
300 persons were employed.

Das Buchgewerbeblatt, the official organ of the 
Central Verein fiir das Gesammte Buchgewerbe, 
the most noted German book trade association, 
became a bi-monthly with the beginning of its 
second volume. This excellent publications is 
growing, and its success is spreading beyond 
German territory. Its editor, Konrad Burger, is 
recognized as an expert in Incunabula and is the 
publisher of ‘‘ Monumenta Typographica” and 
the librarian of the Bérsenverein, a variety of 
responsibilities which calls for the greatest eru- 
ditionand accuracy. Das Buchgewerbedlatt treats 
exhaustively of every subject and every process 
having the remotest connection with the making 
of books. In its prospectus for the new year it 
promises even more information than it has 
hitherto furnished. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS, 


IT appears that the report that Robert Louis 
Stevenson had arrived at San Francisco is. un- 
founded. The manuscript of his new novel, 
however, has reached this country. It is entitled 
‘* The Ebb Tide.” 


Miss OLIVE SCHREINER’S next book will be 
published, as the thirty-second volume in the 
Pseudonym Library,towards the end of: this 
month. It will not, as has been stated, be en- 
titled ‘‘ The Woman’s Rose,” but ‘‘ Dream Life 
and Real Life.” The first of the stories in this 
volume represents the earliest work of Miss 
Schreiner, and the last of them her latest. The 
author will revert to her old pseudonym of 
‘*Ralph Iron,” about which there can be ~o 
mystery. 


Miss NANCY BAILEy is a professional indexer, 
a profession which is said to have but half a dozen 
followers in all England, among whom Miss 
Bailey is the acknowledged leader. Miss Bailey 
was a Shropshire girl, and one day in her early 
youth set out for London, determined to find 
some literary work. She furnished a few articles 
on artistic subjects to the magazines, but while 
waiting for them to get into print she was in 
great need of ready money. To obtain this she 
compiled an index to7he Year's Art, condensed 
two-volume novels into one volume, made. ab- 
stracts of wills for the Herald’s College, and did 
many things which developed her talent for win- 
nowing the wheat from the chaff. Then she 
found her chance in life. The editor of ‘‘ Hansard’”’ 
gave her the Parliamentary debates to index, and 
since then she has indexed reports of mining 
commissions, the reports of the Gloucester Canal 
Company, etc., and such books as Young’s 
‘©Tour in Ireland,” ‘‘ The Science of Inter- 
national Law,” documents of the Shipping Fede- 
ration, and some of the Liberal Publication 
Department; and a work on ‘‘ The Somerset 
Religious Houses”—a wide range of subjects 
which has made the young worker familiar with 
the technical terms of many branches of art and 
science.

Dur- 
ing his early life he spent some years as engi- 
neer on the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, and 
his style shows the energy, strength and freedom 
produced by constant motion and Colorado air.

J. H. Ear Ez, Boston, has just ready ‘‘ Building 
to Win,” a book for young people, by Alexander 
Streeter Arnold, of Rhode Island, an admirable 
book in the form of a story, embodying the prin- 
ciples of the making of a man, in the truest 
sense of the word, and the building of a charac- 
ter; ‘‘ A Rather Fast Young Man,’ a brief bio- 
graphical sketch, by James Logan Gordon, Gen.

THE International Copyright Conference, 
which was to have been held this year in Paris, 
has been postponed till next year at the request 
of the French delegation. In September, how- 
ever, the Association Littéraire et Artistique In- 
ternationale met at Barcelona, having copyright 
for its entire programme. 


SMITH, ELDER & Co, have nearly ready an

Besides four portraits of the poet 
there will be portraits of Gladstone, Carlyle, 
Browning, Longfellow, and Arthur Hallam. 
Only 400 copies will be printed, and 350 of them 
will be sold in London. 


Ep. LEEMANN, Zurich, Switzerland, has issued 
a little pamphlet by Karl Pamperl, prepared for 
the next International Conference on Coinage, 
entitled ‘‘ Grammgeld ; oder Das kiinftige Welt- 
Miinz-System” (Gramme-money; or, the uni- 
versal coinage system of the future). The 
writer holds that among all the varying systems 
of coinage there must be established a kind of 
** Volapiik”’ universal system, readily understood 
by all nations, and that the only practical one 
will be a system by which the weight of the coin 
is distinctly stamped in grains upon the coins of 
all nations. The author is a naturalized citizen 
of the United States.
